Declaration 
of assets 
in the works

Taxpayer may soon be required 
to report to the tax authorities the 
March 31 shekel value of their Patam 
accounts, securities and other shekel 
accounts. 

This is one of the proposals in- 
cluded in a document prepared re- 
cently by State Revenue Commis- 
sioner Yisrael Baron . 

According to Baron's proposal, I 
the report will be made in a declara- 
tion of capita] to be filled by tax- 
payers who have no individual files 
with the tax authorities. 

Baron’s document is to be pre- 
sented in two weeks to a ministerial 
team studying ways to uncover black 
capital. The team includes Finance 
Minister Moda’i, Police Minister 
Bar-Lev and Justice Minis ter Nis- 
sim. 

According to Baron's proposals, 
taxpayers will also be required to 
report their non -financial assets, but 
without evaluating them. 

Taxpayers who have tax files will 
be required to indicate this in their 
declarations and will not have to 
report their assets as they already 
provide the tax authorities with a 
detailed capital declaration every 
four years.

WASHINGTON. - A major 
battle between the Reagan admi- 
nistration and pro-Israeli forces 
on Capitol Hill loomed yesterday 
as indications mounted that the 
administration is close to approv- 
ing major new arms sales to 
Jordan. 

Jordan is seeking jet fighters, anti- 
aircraft missiles and other sophisti- 
cated hardware from the U.S. A 
majority in the Senate and many 
congressmen have cosponsored a 
resolution opposing advanced arms 
sales to Jordan until it formally en- 
ters into direct peace negotiations 
with Israel. 

Meanwhile, visiting Jordanian 
Foreign Minister Taher al-Masri on 
Monday outlined here a negotiating 
scenario which would lead to official 
U.S. recognition of the PLO and its 
subsequent participation in direct 
peace talks with Israel. State De- 
partment officials declined comment 
on the foreign minister’s statement.

Comptroller slams

The Kochav Hashomron company

The comptroller's report has been 
passed to Attorney-General Yitzhik 
Zamir for possible criminal prosecu- 
tion. Jt says that Kochav Hashom- 
ron. which was chosen by the Hous- 
ing Ministry to organize the con- 
struction of Emanuel, used a double 
contracting system to pull off the 
fraud. 

Double contracting means that 
two sets of extracts "are prepared, 
with one contract designating sub- 
stantially higher prices than the 
other. 

Asher Weiner, director-general of 
the ministry, said yesterday the 
ministry had been “deceived,” while 
MK David Libai (Alignment), who 
heads the Knesset Comptroller 
Committee, said that “those re- 
sponsible for taking on Kochav 
Hashomron should be held responsi- 
ble.”

Striking cabbies plan 
to clog road to capital

TEL AVIV. - Striking taxi drivers 
plan to clog the Tel Aviv-Jerusalem 
highway this morning as they pro- 
ceed in "slow caravans" to the Fi- 
nance Ministry, where they are to 
demonstrate for higher fare rates. 

Major traffic disruptions are likely 
elsewhere throughout the country as 
the nation's 5,000 cabbies begin their 
indefinite strike and demonstra- 
tions. Jerusalem police said yester- 
day they will try to keep the capital’s 
streets clear while attempting to 
avoid confrontation with the demon- 
strators. 

The government price authority 
granted the drivers a 14 per cent 
increase last month, but the cabbies 
are seeking a 39 per cent hjfce. 

After their demonstration at the 
Finance Ministry, the drivers plan to 
return along the Tel Aviv-Jerusalem 
highway in the afternoon once again 
in a snail's pace procession. 

Because of foe expected traffic 
jams, Magen David Adorn has urged 


the public to call for ambulances 
only in cases where they are certain 
they are required. 

Taxi organizations say they plan to 
increase their protests every day un- 
til the Treasury and foe Transport 
Ministry accept their demands. 

Egged and Dan officials told The ' 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that they 
plan to increase buses on certain 
lines to compensate for the lack of 
taxis. 

One of the places hardest hit will 
likely be Ben-Gurion airport. Egged 
and Dan will increase their buses 
there. 

Truckers meanwhile have decided 
to give foe government until foe end 
of the week before they decide on 
steps to press for higher haulage 
fees. 

A spokesman for the truckers told 
The Post that some trucking com- 
panies have simply stopped operat- 
ing, not as a proresr bur simply 
because they lacked money to buy 
fuel.

The minis terial team dealing with 
the bankrupt Ata textile firm yester- 
day approved a new proposal by 
Energy Minister Moshe Shahal and 
Industry Minister Ariel Sharon to 
keep the company alive. 

The proposal now needs to be 
approval by the Ministerial Econo- 
mics Committee, which is to meet at 
the end of the week to discuss foe 
plan. 

Ata employees are to stage a mass 
demonstration outside the meeting 


of foe Ministerial Economics Com- 
mittee when it debates the proposal. 
The Jerusalem Post learned last 
night. 

The ministerial team on Ata ~ 
consisting of Sharon. Shahal. Fi- 
nance Minister Moda'i and Labour 
Minister Moshe Katsav - agreed on 
an arrangement that wou'd reduce 
foe debts of Ata to its main creditors 
to $7 million, instead of $14 million. 
There would also be an effort to sell 
land owned by the company to raise 
another $6m. to $7ro. 

These two moves would reduce 
foe cost of a package of benefits to 


potential buvers of the companv to 
some S29m.\ according to Treasury 

figures. This is instead of the 
S4I.5m. package originally prop- 
osed by Sharon and rejected by foe 
Ministerial Economics Committee 
last week, 

Sharon yesterday fold the Knesset 
Economics Committee that foe cost 
of closing Ata today would total 
some$12m. In contrast to foe Treas- 
on’ figures. Sharon said bis calcula- 
tions show it would be possible to 
save Ata without incuring almost 
any cost to the government. 


According to Treasury sources, 
the proposal adopted yesterday 
stands a better chance of approval by 
foe Ministerial Economics Commit- 
tee than the original Sharon plan. 

The mood at foe Ata plant id 
Kiiyat Ata yesterday was buoyant 
after foe announcement of foe new 
recovery plan. 

The news, together with a fresh 
promise from Premier Peres to foe 
Ata workers that he would do izis

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Hospitals to charge for emergency service

Government hospitals will charge 
patients admitted to their emergency 
ward as of Sunday, whether or not 
they are members of a health fund. 
They will also start demanding that 
families of psychiatric patients pay 
all or part of the cost of their care, 
depending on their means. 

The Health Ministry said yester- 
day that the fee, amounting to about 
IS4.100, will be levied on all patients 
except those belonging to the private 
health fund Kupat Holim Maccabi. 
According to the ministry spokes- 
man, this fund is the only one that 


has paid the Health Ministry the 
.money due it for the treatment of 
emergency patients. The spokesman 
added thaOsince at least 60 per cent 
of emergency ward visits should be 
handled by the regular health fund 
day clinics, the levy will lighten the 
load on the emergency wands of the 
hospitals. 

The Histadrut's Kupat Holim Ga- 
lit, which insures at least 85 per cent 
of the population, and several of the 
private health funds say that they 
have paid all they owe to the ministry 
and that there is no justification for 
charging their members. The prob- 
lem, according to the health hinds, 
has to do with the way the Treasury, 


which receives the payments, allo- 
cates funds. 

As to the psychiatric patients, the 
Health Ministry said that during the 
Likud administration, the health 
minister reached an agreement with 
the health funds under which all 
psychiatric patients would be treated 
at government expense. Since 
psychiatric hospitalization is often 
lengthy, the Health Ministry now 
finds that it does not have the budget 
to meet this expense. 

The Kupat Holim Clalit spokes- 
man said that the agreement with the 
Health Ministry was that in ex- 
change for the government's care of 
psychiatric patients, the health fund 


assumed obligations towards certain 
welfare patients. 

But legal experts in Jerusalem 
yesterday told The Jemsaiem Post 
that they doubt the legality of this 
step, and that patients or their fami- 
lies might appeal the hospital fees to 
the courts. The question also arises 
as to who in a family would be 
responsible for the treatment of a 
mentally ill adult. 

The health funds, in the mean- 
time, insist that they will not pay for 
psychiatric care. 

Psychiatric hospitalization costs 
about $50 to> S60 a day and the 
average patient is hospitalized for 95 
days.

Upper Nazareth plant 
lays off more workers 

UPPER NAZARETH (Itim). -The 
management of the Kitan textile 
plant here has sent dismissal notices 
to another 38 workers. The firm said 
the step was taken to make the 
factory more efficient. 

The town's labour council chair- 
man, Yitzhak Moshe, said yesterday 
that nearly 400 workers have been 
dismissed from the plant in recent 
months, reducing its labour force to 
620.

Cholera warning 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
International health authorities 
yesterday warned the government 
that the cholera reported in and 
around Beirut is spreading south- 
wards, and could 'reach Israel. 

In response, the Health Ministry 
stepped up its examinations at bor- 
der crossings with both Lebanon and 
Jordan, and ordered that hospitals in 
the north take special notice of all 
cases of digestive upset. The import 
of fruits and vegetables from South- 
ern Lebanon has been halted. 

Health authorities stressed that 
personal hygiene, including the care- 
ful washing of the hands after going 
to the toilet, is the main safeguard 
against cholera. The public is also 
advised to wash all fruits and 1 veget- 
ables and to avoid purchasing or 
eating food that has been exposed to 
flies. 


Court turns down 
request for autopsy 

The Jerusalem Magistrates Court 
yesterday turned down a police re- 
quest to perform an autopsy on a 
child whom police suspect died after 
swallowing its parents’ heroin substi- 
tute. 

The child died on Monday in its 
home in the Bukharan neighbour- 
hood in Jerusalem. 

The police discovered that the 
parents were drug addicts, and were 
receiving Adolan as a drug substi- 
tute.

side, a Jordanian-Palestinian delega- 
tion, with Israel on the other side.” 

The spokesman added: “We in- 
tend to support that effort and the 
President told King Hussein that he. 
the king, would be able to count on 
the U.S. for assistance in addressing 
problems which Jordan may face in 
those areas.” 

Shultz and other administration 
officials made clear to Defence 
Minister Rabin on Monday that they 
were very impressed by what they 
heard last week from Hussein. They 
believe that the king moved the 
peace process forward by his dec- 
larations, both private as well as 
public. 

Rabin and other Israeli officials, 
however, remain extremely sceptic- 
al. Indeed, the defence minister told 
reporters after his talks with Shultz 
that he was leaving Washington still 
very concerned about the U.S. posi- 
tion on three specific issues: Arms 
sales to Jordan and other Arab 
states. Preliminary U.S. discussions 
with a joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
delegation, and the nature of an 
international “umbrella’' in peace 
negotiations. 

Israeli officials said the Americans 
had not managed to reassure Rabin 
about their attitudes on these issues. 

Shultz, according to these Israeli 
officials, had insisted in his conversa- „ 
tion with Rabin that any first-stage ' 
dialogue with a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation would not 
represent a substitute for direct 
Arab- Israeli peace negotiations. It 
would merely seek to set the stage 
for such direct talks. 

This was underlined by the State 
Department spokesman, who said: 
The U.S. is prepared to meet with a 
group of Jordanians and Palestinians 
if it is dear that it would contribute 
to the objective of direct negotia- 
tions with Israel." 

But Rabin said he was concerned 
that these discussions could emerge 
as" “pre-negotiations," making direct 
talks considerably more difficult. 

Israeli Ambassador in Washing- 
ton Meir Rose one, in a telephone 
interview yesterday, said the Arabs 
are promoting such separate U.S. 
discussions with the joint delegation 
in order to avoid direct negotiations 
with Israel. In addition, he said, the 
Arabs are seeking to “create ten- 
sions” between Washington and 
Jerusalem, especially now when the 


relationship is so good. 

Both Rosenne and Rabin, over 
the past 48 hours, have maintained 
that the next step in the negotiating 
process should be direct Israeli- Arab 
negotiations. 

But according to al-Masri, the 
Jordanian foreign minister, there are 
three stages in "the negotiating pro- 
cess: 

First. Jordan would organize a 
meeting within a month for U.S. 
Assistant Secretary of State for Near 
Eastern and South Asian Affairs 
Richard Murphy to meet with a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation. 
The Palestinians in this group would 
not be official members of the PLO, 
but “each one" would be “personal- 
ly" appointed by PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat, according to al- 
Masri. 

This meeting, he said, would 
attempt to reach an agreed state- 
ment which the PLO would then 
publicly endorse - a statement 
accepting UN Security Council Re- 
solutions 242 and 338 as well as 
Israel's right to exist. 

If the PLO were to meet these 
longstanding U.S. conditions in such 
a statement. al-Masri said, a new 
delegation of Palestinian leaders, in- 
cluding high-level members of the 
PLO, would then be invited to 
Washington for talks with American 
officials. 

These second-stage U.S. talks 
with the PLO, al-Masri said, would 
determine the exact nature of any 
international “umbrella'' which 
would be needed to - begin third- 
stage, actual direct peace negotia- 
tions between Israel and the Arabs, 
including the PLO. 

Walter Ruby adds from New-York: 
The Chairman of the Conference 
of Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations said yesterday 
he believes that discussions held by 
King Hussein in Washington last 
week represent a setback to efforts 
to find a path to peace. 

Kenneth Bialkin also said be fears 
that the Reagan administration will 
use the “illusion of progress” on 
Mideast peace created during the 
Hussein visit as an excuse to push for 
the sale of arms to Jordan. 

In an interview with The Jeru- 
salem Post , Bialkin commented “it is 
very apparent to me from the vibes 
in Washington that the public and 
the (Jewish community) are being 
prepared for a proposal to sell aims 
to Jordan." 


Attack on bffl to limit dole

Israel wants ‘a gesture’ 
if Taba goes to arbitration

If the inner cabinet decides next 
Wednesday to submit the dispute 
over Taba to international arbitra- 
tion . Israel would expect a reciprocal 
gesture from the Egyptians - the 
return of their ambassador to Tel 
Aviv. __ __ 

Israeli agreement on arbitration 
would be an “exceptional gesture" 
towards the Egyptians, according to 
diplomatic sources, and Israel would 
like a response of similar weight. 

But the Egyptians have already 
made it clear that they will return the 
ambassador only after the two coun- 
tries have agreed on the compromis, 
the key question to be addressed to 
the arbitrator, according to these 
sources. 

Both sides believe that they may 
get the worst of the deal in this 
exchange of gestures. Israel believes 
that the Egyptians will cite some 
Israeli action in the West Bank or 
Lebanon as an excuse not to return 
their ambassador, and the Egyptians 
are wary that Israel may drag out the 
negotiations over the compromis. 

Egyptian officials apparently 
sense that Israel feels it has a strong 
legal claim to Taba if- and this is the 
key question - the arbitrator is asked 
to whom does Taba belong" or 
where is the original border." The 
Egyptians would like to ask the 
arbitrator, “where the border de- 
marcation stones were placed", in 
1956, or even in mandatory times, 
these sources say. 

The sources felt that under the 
first two questions. Israel has a fair 


chance of winning the arbitration. 
According to Israeli research it was 
the British soldiers who moved the 
border stones a few hundred metres 
shortly after 1906 to allow them an 
observation post over then -Ottoman 
Akaba. 

Israeli officials are by now “quite 
sure" that the real border between 
the two countries does not Ge along 
the fines the Egyptians insist are the 
right places for the two border de- 
marcation stones that are in dispute. 
They also feel that the Egyptians - 
might be persuaded to change. their' 
minds over the compromise. it - 

The sources stressed, however - 
that Taba arid the return of the* 
ambassador are not the sole subjects 
of the talks being held in Cairo by 
David Kim riie. the Foreign Minis- 
try’s director-general, and Avrahaza 
Tamir. the director-general of the 
Prime Minister’s Office. 

The talks are dealing with a veq 
wide range of bilateral issues, and 
perhaps the real progress lies in the 
fact that in the “past two weeks we 
have discussed more subjects thaoin 
the last three years," the souths 
said. 

In Jerusalem, it is expected

A representative of the chief rab- 
bis is to ensure that Ethiopian immig- 
rants are not being led away from 
religious observance at absorption 
centres, according to an agreement 
made this week between the rabbin- 
ate and the Jewish Agency. 

The agreement follows increased 
pressure from the rabbis, who said 
that young Ethiopians had appealed 
to them, claiming they were being 
pressured into studying at secular 
institutions, apparently vocational 
schools. 

A rabbinate spokesman yesterday 
denied the rabbis had threatened, or 
even considered, appealing to Jews 
abroad to stop contributing to 
appeals for Israel over the issue. 


^The rabbis had prepared a letter 
(which was not sent) to orthodox 
rabbis abroad, asking them to use 
their influence with the Jewish 
Agency to ensure that the Ethio- 
pians be ensured of absorption along 
religious lines, the spokesman said. 

The spokesman admitted that the 
rabbis' demand that the Ethiopians 
undergo a symbolic conversion cere- 
mony, and the demand of other 
rabbis for more stringent proce- 
dures. had helped alienate some of 
the young Ethiopians from the reli- 
gious institutions in Israel. 

He called upon the absorbing 
bodies "not to make the same mis- 
takes we made 30 years ago," by 
putting religious young people into a 
secular framework.

HAIFA. - Mayor Arye Gurel said 
yesterday he will accede to Premier 
Peres's request that the new Mt.

Gurel told 
the press yesterday that Peres had 
appealed to him not to allow the 
cable-car to operate on the Sabbath 
and on Jewish holidays so as not to 
upset the "status quo" arrangement 
on religious and secular activities. 

"I have no intention of consider- 
ing such a closure before the govern- 
ment assures us it will cover the 
tosses it will mean for the project," 
Gurel said he had informed the pre- 
mier. 

He said that the government is 
covering El AI's S30 million annual 
loss for closing on Saturdays. “And 
for Haifa, the cableway is as impor- 
tant as El Al. both for attracting 


own popula- 


tourists and for our 
tion," he said. 

The city invested $2 million in the 
cableway, which will connect Stella 
Maris on Ml. Carmel with the sea- 
front promenade in Bat Galim, 
funded with a five-year loan. 

A lender for the sale of the cable- 
way and its two stations, which will 
include restaurants and shops, has 
been issued, he said. 

“If a non-Jewish investor buys it. 
that may be a way to avoid a crisis 
over the Sabbath issue." Gurel said. 
But the religious parties have 
already given notice that they will 
fight Sabbath operation regardless 
of whether ownership is public or 
private. 

The mayor said that the city coun- 
cil had nor considered the Sabbath 
question when deciding on the pro- 
ject “because I believe we should 
build first and solve the problems 
later. Had we weighed the issue 
beforehand. I doubt that the cable- 
way would have been built." he said.

El Al expects to feel pinch 
because of higher travel tax

$94. A 10-day visit thus costs SI30 
less than last year, which is just 
about the amount of the increase in 
the travel tax.

TEL AVTV. - Israel and West Ger- 
many intend widening their joint 
technical assistance to the Third 
World, according to German Econo- 
mic Cooperation Minister Jurgen 
Wamke. who left Israel yesterday 
after a week-long visit.

HAIFA. - The city's 1984/85 
budget, totalling IS51 billion, is to be 
debated by the city council next 
week. In real terms, the budget is 
slightly smaller than last year's IS36 
billion total. Mayor Aiye Gurel told 
the press yesterday. 

He said wages would account for 
44 per cent of the budget. Since he 
took office in 1979. he said, the 
municipal payroll had been reduced 
by 40 per cent, from 5.400 em- 
ployees. to 3.400. Another 189 jobs 
are to be trimmed this year, he 
added. 

Another major outlay is the 
IS21b. budgeted for state services 
the municipality provides, which 
account for 41 per cent of the total. 
“And the government retuns less 
than half, though it is obliged to 
cover almost the whole sum." Gurel 
said. 

A further IS15b. is to be spent on 
local services. 

On the income side. IS 19.2b. 
(37.5 per cent) is to come from rates 
and ISb.5b. from water bills and 
other fees. The city will insist on the 


government paying its full share of 
city expenses to balance the budget, 
Gurel said. 


In addition, there will be a 
IS27.4b. development budget. This 
is bigger than last year's because it is 
impossible to postpone any longer 
replacing old water and sew age pipes 
or making vital road improvements, 
he said. 


Despite the economic straits, the 
mayor promised to provide more 
street lighting because the four-hour 
blackout between 1 and 5 a.m. "is a 
real nuisance.”

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Iraq bombs army camp 
Iran fortifies its capital 


BAHRAIN. - Iraq said yesterday its 
warplanes struck in three waves at an 
Iranian army camp in the southern 
border town of Hamid 20 kms. from 
the Iraqi border. 

A military spokesman said 22 air- 
craft had “inflicted comprehensive 
destruction on the enemy’s equip- 
ment and weapons." He said all 
planes returned to base safely, leav- 
ing columns of smoke at the camp. 

Iraq Monday said it had complete- 
ly destroyed a military camp at 
Khaneh in mountainous north-west 
Iran and Iran reported two air raids 
within 24 hours on Teheran. 

Iran has stationed .surface-to-air 
missiles around Teheran to counter 
the Iraqi air attacks on the capital, 
the commander of the Iranian Air 
Force disclosed yesterday. 


Ima, the official Iranian news 
agency, quoted the commander. 
Col. Husbang Seddiq, as saying that 
it was a missile that hit a 
jet over Teheran late Monday night. 

The agency, monitored in Cyprus, 
said Seddiq reported to President 
Ali Khamenei the completion of the 
SAM missile defence grid around 
Teheran. The type of SAMs and then 
source were not mentioned. 

Iraqi spokesmen have stressed re- 
peatedly that attacks on strategic 
targets and on Teheran will be main- 
tained until Iran .agrees to discuss 
ending the war which began in 
September 1980.- 

Iran , in turn , has said it will pursue 

the war until Baghdad’s rulers are 
overthrown. (Reuter, AP)

LONDON (Reuter). - Amnesty In- 
ternational said yesterday it had 
documented more than 1.500 execu- 
tions in 40 countries last year, but 
stressed the real total was probably 
much higher. 

The London -based human rights 
group, which campaigns to end 
capital punishment throughout the 
world, said in a report it had details 
of 1,513 lawful executions. 

In South Africa at least 114 people 
were executed. All but three came 


from black or coloured (mixed race) 
population groups. Amnesty said. 

The report said the number of 
executions in the U.S. continued to 
rise. Last year 2i people were ex- 
ecuted with about 1,400 prisoners 
awaiting execution. 

But Amnesty pointed out that a 
worldwide trend to abolish the death 
penalty bad continued. By the end of 
1984. 27 governments bad abolished 
capital punishment for all offences, 
the report said. 


4th suspect held in U.S. spy scandal 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - A re- 
tired U.S. Navy communications ex- 
pert yesterday became the fourth 
person arrested and charged in a spy 
ring accused of delivering classified 
documents to the Soviet Union. 

The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion said its agents arrested Jerry 
Whitworth. 45, of Davis, California, 
now unemployed after retiring from 
the Navy in 1983 after 23 years 
service with a high security clear- 


ance. 


FBI officials said he was impli- 
cated in the espionage activities by 
the" ring’s accused leader, John Wal- 
ker, also a retired navy communica-^ 
tioris specialist. 

Others charged earlier were Wal- 
ker’s sailor son, Michael, who was 
stationed on the nuclear aircraft car- 
rier Nimitz. and brother, Arthur. 

U.S. officials have described the 
widening spy scandal as the worst 
breach of security in the Navy’s 
history. 


German neo-Nazi jailed for attack on Turks 


DORTMUND, West Germany 
(AP). - The leader of a neo-Nazi 
soccer fan club was sentenced to one 
year in jail yesterday for the 1983 
storming of a Turkish cultural centre 
that left six people injured. 

Siegfried Borchardt, 31. also 
known as ‘ SS-Siggi,” was found 
guilty of leading an attack on the 
centre in Dortmund after a soccer 


match on August 20, 1983. 

As the sentence was read in the 
packed courtroom, Borcbardi’s sup- 
porters raised their arms in the Nazi 
salute and shouted “SiegHeil.” 

Right-wing extremists in West 
Germany have campaigned against 
the presence of “guest workers," 
many of whom are Turks.

Papandreou to focus 

on Greek economy 


ATHENS (Reuter). - Prime Minis- 
ter Andreas Papandreou, re-elected 
on Sunday, promised yesterday to 
concentrate on the Greek economy 
for the immediate future after Presi- 
dent Christos Sartzetakis gave him a 
new mandate to form a government. 

The socialist leader, who pre- 
sented Sartzetakis with the resigna- 
tion of his old government, added 
that he would keep the sensitive 
defence portfolio, which he has held 
since 1981. 

Papandreou said 10 or so ministers 
would be sworn in today to serve 
until parliament voted in July on a 
change in the cabinet structure to 
make it smaller and more efficient. 
The old government had 52 minis- 
ters and under-secretaries. 

Conservative opposition leader 
Constantine Mitsotakis. defeated in 


the election, said great dangers lay 
ahead in economic and foreign poli- 
cy and the Socialists might not stay in 
office long. 

Papandreou said the temporary 
government would not pass any new 
legislation and “the immediate goals 
of this administration will be mea- 
sures for stability in the economic 
sector." 

He said the new government 
would not have time .for any grand 
development projects, adding: “We 
have to follow the economy step by 
step.” 

the latest report by the Central 
Bank of Greece says the economy 
has been growing satisfactorily since 
last year but structural problems', 
including high budget and balance of 
payment deficits, remain unsolved. ‘

American investment firm, Kuhn. 
Loeb and Co., and now a managing 
director of another, Sbeaison Leh- 
man Brothers, Krueger, who was on 
the board of the Israel Investors 
Corporation from 1968-1984, is fully 
aware that Israel’s economic future 
depends on increased exports. “Ex- 
ports.” be asserts, “start at the uni- 
versity.” The development of a bet- 
ter quality orange, of management 
and marketing techniques, all stem 
from the kind of intellectual growth 
fostered by universities, Krueger 
argues, adding that “there is a direct 
relationship between education and 
meeting the immediate and future 


needs of this country.” 

The Israel Government has made 
“a dreadful strategic mistake” in 
cutting back on funding for educa- 
tion, says Krueger, who is concerned 
that bright young students whom the 
universities may not be able to afford 
to absorb will go to the U.S. and 
England to study and will decide to 
stay there. 

It is this fear that motivated him 
almost immediately after his election 
to seek approval for the launching of 
a new $135 milli on endowment cam- 
paign, of which the American 
Friends of the Hebrew University 
would undertake to raise $100 mil- 


lion. 

Under Krueger's presidency, the 
American Friends raised 575 million 
out of a total of $100 million ear- 
. marked for endowments. Krueger 
points out that due to shrinking 
government funding, the percentage 
of the university budget contributed 
by the Friends is getting bigger all 
the time. He anticipates that the 
government will further reduce its 
participation next year, which will 
put an even heavier burden on 
Friends “to help maintain the uni- 
versity's standards of excellence.” 
Krueger foresees “ah universities 
entering into very critical times.” 
Maintenance alone takes a heavy toll 
on the Hebrew University’s budget, 
Krueger notes, but he is more per- 
turbed by the university running 
sbort of urgently needed equipment. 
He cites this as yet another reason 
for the intensification of fund-raising 
efforts. 

NO-ONE had to twist Krueger's arm 
to accept tbe chairmanship of the 
Board of Governors. “I wanted this 
job,” he says candidly. “I wanted the 
challenge.’' He was- also looking for 
an opportunity to repay Israel for 
giving him an identity. 

Slightly self-conscious about 
admitting his lack of Jewish commit- 
ment when he first came to Israel in 
1961, Krueger says that Israel gave 
him a sense of belonging. That first 
visit was strictly business. Kuhn 
Loeb bad sent him to do some busi- 
ness with B ank Leumi. He was back 
again the following year, again on 
business, with Discount Bank. After 
that he came to advise El Al. There 
were scores of such business trips. 
Till the late 1970s, says Krueger, 
Kuhn Loeb was the only American 
firm of its kind doing business in 
Israel. 

With each visit here, Krueger 


found himself becoming increasingly 
emotionally involved with Israel. 
His interest in the Hebrew Universi- 
ty was fostered by friends and busi- 
ness associates. Sam Rothberg and 
Frank Lautenberg, who rank among 
the Hebrew University’s major fund- 
raisers and donors and who have 
both held top executive positions in 
bodies connected with the Hebrew 
University. 

Krueger gives money to many 
Israeli causes and institutions, but 
the Hebrew University also gets the 
benefit of his time. 

Every chairman of the Hebrew 
University Board of Governors 
leaves his own imprint. For the first 
few months of his tenure, Krueger 
intends to tread warily and has li- 
mited his immediate aspirations to a 
three-point programme. He wants to 
see the board leadership of the uni- 
versity actively involved on a part- 
nership basis with faculty and admi- 
nistration. He wants to maximize 
fund-raising efforts so that the Uni- 
versity will have more financial re- 
sources; and he wants to make sure 
that funds are allocated as efficiently 
as possible. 

Israel has a record of strong resist- 
ance to the influence of external 
forces. While all institutions have 
been delighted to receive large sums 
of money, they have not been happy 
about the prospect of advice on how- 
to spend it. Now Krueger may be 
pressing on another sensitive nerve 
by talking about partnership with 
faculty, which some quarters may 
interpret as having a say in curricula. 

When tbe question is put to him 
directly. Krueger grins, but makes 
□o verbal confirmation. Puffing 
thoughtfully on his pipe, the glint of 
a smile still hovering around his 
eyes, he says after a few moments: 
“Come back next year and ask me 
that again.”

Book business

Executives and senior editors from 
Harper and Row, Random House, 
Weidenfeld and Ni coIson, Harvard 
University Press, Penguin. Norton 
and other houses were there, re- 
laxed, on something tike a vacation, 
practically inviting the polite 
pounce. 

Tbe official excuse for this gather- 
ing together over glasses of juice was 
a discussion of “Editorial Vision in 
Today’s Marketplace,” organized by 
tbe Aspen Institute for Humanistic 
Studies. Tbe institute arranges semi- 
nars In the humanities for business 
executives -in Aspen, Colorado- as 
well as discussions on public policy. jn 
communications, education and so- 
cial affairs around the world.- , 

The Jerusalem symposium could 
be described as an attempt to locate 
the blame for the fact that so many 
bad books are published - or “non- 
books” as some of them are called - 
and that many good books go unpub- 
lished or barely see the light before 


they see the shredder. 

For this sad state of affairs some 
blamed the publishers who worship 
the “bottom- line. "-Some blamed the 
writers for - in the case of some 
best-selling authors - ignorance of 
the craft or refusal to be edited. 

Publisher David Godine said the 
problem was that readership was 
declining: there are 20 million func- 
tional illiterates in the U.S. “Blam- 
ing publishers for this is like blaming 
the thermometer for the tempera- 
ture.” 

One of the more wry participants 
was Vartan Gregorian, director of 
the New York jPublic Library. Asked 
to describe the subject of these, dis- 
cussions’ be said: “How not to share 
your secrets by talking.” 

Among the non-secrets discussed 
was the possibility of governments 
paying royalties to authors for the 
use of their books in public-libraries. 
The programme exists in about 10 
European countries, but not yet in 


the U.S. , home of the majority of the 
publishers at the symposium. 

Gregorian thought that was a 
good idea, provided it was reciproc- 
al. Unread authors should pay the 
library's expenses for preservation 
of the add paper on which their 
works are printed, he said. “In our 
case, there are about six million 
unused books.” 

Some of the participants, such as 
Philippa Harrison, of Michael 
Joseph Ltd., and Jonathan Galassi, 
of Random House, insisted that 
commercial houses can still produce

Michael Rice, a senior fellow at 
Aspen and moderator of the discus- 
sions, acknowledged the lack of 
small-press participation and sug- 
gested that the programme two years 
from now might focus on the chal- 
lenge they present.

FOR MANY PEOPLE, this is early 
summertime or swimming-pool time 
- but for a lot of us. it's kitten time 
once mon.-. 

One of two things has happened: 
either the family cut' has produced yet 
another basketful of fuzzy feet and 
daws, or a kitten has been acquired 
in some other way. 

You may have bought it. accepted 
it as a gift. or. as in so many cases, 
become ensnared in a soft-hearted 
moment b> a homeless little waif 
with big eves, still babyish blue and 
emitting the most pathetic squeak of 
a meow . 

But however you came by it. it’s 
there: you'll probably keep it. and 
you hate to Icam to take care of it. 

Proper care is actually a job for a 
mother cat. and humans cannot 
compete. So if there’s any possibility 
of leaving the kitten with its mother 
until it is eight or 10 weeks old. then 
by ail means do so. 

She will feed it. bathe it. show it 
how to use a litter box. play with it. 
and teach it to groom itself and eat 
solid food from a dish. Cat-raised 
kittens are healthier, have a better 
disposition, are cleaner and in gener- 
al more successful than those raised 
by their owners, however solicitous. 

But unfortunately for us poor sub- 
stitute mothers, most kittens in 
Israel are given away at five or at 
most six weeks. And almost all small 
strays are that age. since that is when 
they become adventurous, wander 
off and get lost. In many cases, they 
are simply put out of the house by 
the ow ner of the mother cat. 

At this age. kittens cannot manage 
on their own. and there are certain 
specific things one has to do. 

A VERY YOUNG kitten can be fed 
solid food. A good variety of white 
cheese, bread soaked in milk, finely 
chopped fish (raw or boiled) and 
ground meat are all acceptable. 
They can also eat commercial dry cat 
food, if it is first soaked in water or 
milk u« become a porridge. 

Kittens should be fed a variety of 
foods on the basis of “what the 
peasant knows the peasant eats.” If 
you feed them consistently on one 
food only, they will soon refuse 
everything else. 

Kittens of this age are too young to 
learn to go outside for their toilet 
needs, and require a litter box. 

Any shallow pan or box made of 
met J or plastic will do - or even a 
shallow cardboard box lined with 
plastic which is stapled in place. 

Pet shops sell .i special cat litter in 
large bags. Thi< is clean and odour- 
absorbent. if changed regularly. 
Some owners who have access to a 
carpenter's shop use wood shavings; 
sea sand is also fine. But beware of 
builders' sand; this is not absorbent, 
and when wet becomes a mess. 

Another solution is newspaper, 
which can easily be torn into 
confetti-like shreds if > ou know how. 

Most people are unaware that 
newsprint has a warp and woof like 
fabric, and is difficult to tear in the 
wrong direction. Tabloids should be 
torn across the page, while broad- 
sheets like The Jerusalem Post 
should be tom from top to bottom. 

Newsprint is clean, absorbent, 
somewhat deodorant and easy to 
come bv. It should be changed daily. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM encoun- 
tered by young kittens is eye infec- 
tion. in most cases, this isn't really 
infection, but a condition caused by 
the fact that very young kittens have 
delicate eyes which are suited to dim 
light and need gentle maternal 
washing. 

The motherless kitten, exposed to 
bright lights, dust and smoke, 
doesn’t blink often enough to keep 
its eyes clear and consequently can 
pick up a discharge that inflames the 
eyes and gums them up. 

If this occurs, bathe the kitten’s 
eyes several times a day with a piece 
of cotton wool dipped in tea cooled 
to room temperature (about the 
strength for drinking). 

If the condition doesn't clear up in 
a day or two. by ail means take the 
kitten to the vet for treatment, since 
damage to young eyes can be perma- 
nent/ 

Kittens also need to learn to 
groom themselves. This act is in- 
stinctive. but is triggered off in the 
animal when it is groomed. 

Brush your kitten with a bristle 
brush (nail brushes are excellent), 
■pie kitten will, at some point, try to 
lick either your hand or the brush. 
This isn't simple play; its the start of 
the grooming reflex. 

Most kittens are clean, but some 
have fleas. Young kittens should not 
be exposed to insecticides, but you 
can take a dampened brush and 
remove the fleas onto a piece of 
newspaper with insecticide powder 
on it. 

Be sure to call your vet and 
arrange a date to take vour kitten in 
for immunization against pan- 
leukopenia and other kitten dis- 
eases. which are often fatal. Re- 
member that a cat which has not 
been vaccinated is not safe at any 
age. 

If you live on a moshav. kibbutz or 
other place where the cat might meet 
wild animals then it should, for your 
own protection, also be vaccinated 
against rabies. This disease is rare in 
cats but there's no reason to take 
chances. 

MOST OF ALL. pet your kitten. 
Talk to it. It isn't true that you can't 
teach a cat. 

Cats easily learn to come when 
called, or to leave off doing some- 
thing when reprimanded. They are 
at least as clever as dogs, and 1 have 
taught ordinary domestic short- 
haired cats to perform all the stan- 
dard dog commands such as sit. lie 
down, come here, stay and retrieve. 

It does, however, take more pati- 
ence and understanding to teach a 
cat than a dog. The reason is that 
dogs, having been given a giant guilt 
complex by their human compan- 
ions, constantly strive to please, 
while a tat will only do so If it wants 
to. .. . 

Now just who's the clever one 
here?

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Daily newspapers stabilize 
number of advertising inches

TEL AVTV. - The number of “in- 
ches" of advertisements in the daily 
press “seems" to have stabilized in 
the past few months - after a con- 
siderable period of falling off, 
according to Zvi Voliovitch. of the 
Advertisers Association. 

However. Voliovitch has three re- 
servations concerning the fairly 
stable rate, compared with the same 
months in 1984. First, the newspap- 
ers are making all sorts of deals with 
advertisers by selling space at lower 
rates than those listed in their sche- 
dules. Thus, if the amount of inches 
is about the same, the income from 

the ads is down. 

. Secondly, the Histadrut elections 
(which took place on May 13) led to 
a one-time burst of advertisements 
in the weeks preceding the polls: and 
finally, the various package deals 
caused the government to take out 
huge ads filling several pages, all 
devoted to the new prices. 

On the other hand, several com- 
panies in the advertising field have 
begun to hire employees. It is too 
early to say whether they anticipate 
an upswing in their work, or whether 
they fired too many persons follow- 
ing the severe drop in ads after the 
national elections in the summer of 
1984. 

In April 1985, the daily newspap- 
ers printed 248,0S9 inches, slightly 
more than the 247 .60S in April of the 
preceding year. (A good part of 
April's rise, about 4,000 inches, was 
due to the Histadrut elections.) 


As for March 1985, some 275.418 
inches were published (275,386 in 
March 1984); February 1985, 
203,449 (221.109), and January 
1985, 215,714 (239,579). Thus, if the 
March figures for this year and last 
year were about the same, those for 
February and January this year were 
considerably below those of the 
same months last year. 

“And there are strong indications 
that the figures for May, now being 
collared, will be about the same as 
those for last Mav." Voliovitch said. 

With the single exception of 
Hadashot (the picture tabloid), 
which in April 1985 increased its sale 
of inches by 22. 1 %, from 17,916 last 
April to 21,876 this April, all other 
daily newspapers had fewer adver- 
tisements.

As for types of ads published in 
April there were considerable varia- 
tions. Four categories increased: In- 
surance companies increased by 
96% (April is .the end of the fiscal 
year and the companies launched 
campaigns to attract savers to their 
provident funds, so they could take 
advantage of income lax benefits); 
banks increased by 10%; govern- 
ment advertisements rose by 62.6%. 

The following categories of ads 
fell: cinema, 1.5%; building and 
construction, 8.1%; textiles. 40.5%: 
food, 34%; cars, 33%; cigarettes. 
29.6%; household goods. 28.8%; 
cosmetics, 33.2%; radios and TV. 
13.1%; job offers. 8.4% ; and miscel- 
laneous, 20.5%. 


Israel well up on inti list of 
workers in service industries

TEL AVFV. - Israel ranks sixth 
among 15 western nations (including 
Japan and Australia) in regard to the 
percentage of its work-force em- 
ployed in the “services." This 
emerges from a recent publication of 
the MinisTry of Labour and Soda) 
Welfare, which bases its statistics on 
an international survey made 
abroad. 

The largest percentage of the 
work force employed in the “ser- 
vices,” is in Canada, with 69%; 
followed by the U.S., 68.5%: Au- 
stralia, 64.9%; Sweden, 64.7%; 
Israel, 64.1%; England. 63.7%; 
France, 58.0%; Japan, 56.0%; 
Switzerland. 55.3%; Finland, 
54.2%; Germany, 52.4%; Austria, 
51.8%; Italy. 51.6% and Spain, 
48.4%. 

Regarding the percentage of peo- 
ple employed in industry, Israel is in 
tenth place. 

Germany is in first place with 42% 


followed by Austria, 39.3%; Eng- 
land, 58-6%; Switzerland. 37.6%; 
Italy, 36.0% ; Japan, 34.8% ; France, 
33.9%; Spain, 33.5%: Finland, 
33.2%; Israel, 30.3%; Sweden, 
29.9%; Australia, 28.5%; Norway, 
28.1%: U.S. 28.0% and Canada, 
25.5%. 

In all the countries surveyed there 
has been a distinct drop in the num- 
ber of people working in industry 
since 1970. while there has been a 
rise in the percentage working in the 
services. . 

The majority of the remaining 
workers are engaged in agriculture, 
with the largest percentage. 18 in this 
category being in Spain. Only 5.5% 
of the Israeli work-force was en- 
gaged in agriculture in 1983 (down 
from 8.8% in 1970). and this 5.5% 
puts Israel in the same class as Cana- 
da .The lowest number of workers in 
agriculture. 2;7% was in England, 
followed, by'3.5% in the U.S., and 
5.4% in Sweden. 


If anything is certain in the Israeli economy today, it is 
that a devaluation is round the comer. The problem is 
not even when, since a few weeks makes no difference 
one way or the other. The question is only what sort of 
devaluation, because on that depends how one can best 
protect oneself against it. 

First, let us establish the factual support for the claim 
of inevitability. The fundamental idea behind a country's 
devaluing its currency is to maintain and, if possible, 
increase the international competitiveness of goods and 
services it exports. When a country suffers from a chronic 
imbalance between its imports and exports - like Israel - 
it must either devalue by a large amount periodically, or 
by a small amount very frequently. 

It is worth repeating this most basic fact because there 
are voices even today pressing for a freeze on the rate of 
devaluation. This, they say, will stop inflation. Even if 
this claim was true - which it isn’t - it wouldn’t help, 
because we have to have competitive devaluations even 
if they bring inflation. We can live with inflation, but not 
without exports. 

But Israel has tong since succeeded in negating the 
usefulness of simple devaluations by linking everything 
to everything else, so that the effect of reducing the value 
of the shekel against other currencies is soon lost. 
Inflation and devaluation thus become part of the same 
spiral. 

The need to dig up these old bones is caused by the 
possibility that there will be a change in the system soon. 
No. please don’t get a shock, our government will not opt 
for such a change of its own volition. But the Americans, 
or the International Monetary Fund (IMF), or the 
market forces that still operate despite all attempts to 
suppress them, may well force such a change. In that 
event, the coming devaluation will not be a straightfor- 
I ward hike in the “representative rate” of fhe shekel. It 
will be something code-named by the bureaucrats “uni- 
fication of rates.” so that plain people won’t understand 
what they're on about. 

What it means, is that not only will the official rate of 
exchange change, but so will lots of other “effective” 
rates, at the same time but in different directions. 

“Unification” means that instead of having umpteen 
rates for different kinds of imports (cars, consumer 
electronics, raw materials, airline tickets, and carpets) 
and others for exporters, (with their preferential grants, 
benefits and the like) there will be one rate for all nf 
them. 

Because the government might be forced to unify 
exchange rates (at least there will be some unity in the 
government of national unity), the individual seeking to 


protect his hard-earned shekels by moving into foreign 
currency is forced to consider more factors than usual. 

if he chooses to link himself to foreign currency 
through one of the accepted dollar-linked financial 
instruments - patam . Admon or Gilboa bonds, a dollar- 
linked savings scheme or provident fond - he may do 
extremely well this time. These vehicles are all linked to 
the "representative" rate and have therefore lost ground 
steadily as the effective rate, that is, the rate at which 
these pseudo-dollars could be used to buy something 
useful, became more and more divorced from the official 
one. 

On the other hand, if there is (still) no unification, but 
instead more import restrictions and so forth, the buying 
power of h is savings win be less, even if the official rate 
jumps. 

Conversely, if he goes and buys imported goods, or 
blows his money on a foreign trip, taxes and all. he is in a 
reverse bind. If the effective rate goes down while the 
official rate goes up. he has made the wrong decision. His 
video or vacation has become cheaper in regular dollar 
terms. If there is no unification, however, only more of 
the same kind of differential devaluations that we have 
had until now. he will have done well. 

The person buying cash dollars on the black market 
takes the extra risk associated with holding cash. He has 
also broken the law, if it bothers him. But he has 
protected himself against another threat that the other 
two options carry with them. Who knows whether the 
next lot of “emergency decrees” will not include a tax on 
either financial assets or home appliances (or cars, 
again)? 

Holding greenbacks may not be the best option, if 
import surcharges and other taxes come down as part of 
an exchange unification programme, but if the package 
contains compensating taxes on other assets, then what 
tbe government doesn't know about the taxman can’t 
touch. 

These are the kinds of investment decisions that 
people are making today, That all of them are bad for the 
country is true but irrelevant. The government bas given 
people “money” and now the people want to try arid 
hang on to has best they can. 

Just how to go about preventing “them” taking “it” 
away from “us” is somewhat problematic, as the preced- 
ing analysis has shown, bat in the face of the single 
certainty that there will be a devaluation, the public is 
following the clarion call, well recognized from past 
experience: Once more unto the dollar breach, and fill it 
up with our Israeli shekels.

The Israel Corporation, one of ihe 
biggest investment companies in the 
country and now owned by the 
Eisenberg group, reported an ad- 
justed loss of more than $31 million 
for 1984. up from almost $29m. in 
the previous year. Once again, it was 
the heavy loss incurred by the Zim 
shipping line - which is half owned 
by the Israel. Corporation — that was 
the primary source of the damage. 

The Israel Corporation has invest-* 
ments in shipping, oil refining, con- 
struction. hotels, cold storage ser- 
vices and several high-tech enter- 
prises. It has recently announced 
that it will underwrite the forthcom- 
ing rights issue of the Eisenberg- 
owned Maritime Bank, and take a 
stake in that company as well. 

In 1984, Zim lost S45m., after a 
$53m. toss the year before. In addi- 
tion to shouldering its share of this 
loss, the Israel Corporation notes 
rhar ir set aside a further $10m. 
against losses liable to follow from its 
obligation to compensate the gov- 
ernment for half of the sums it pays 
under its guarantee to Zim. 

Furthermore, since ZinTs recent 
loss left the troubled shipping giant 
with a negative net worth, the Israel 
Corporation has written off its entire 
investment in Zim. 

A major reorganization has 
already begun within Zim, and fi- 
gures for die second half of 1984 
showed a significant improvement. 
Nevertheless, despite the possibility 
of better operating results, the 
weight of financing the $500m. of 
loans hanging over ZinTs head may 
drive that company into bankruptcy. 
The Israel Corporation, for its part, 
merely notes that ‘ir is to be hoped 
that tbe improvements that have 
taken place in Zim. as reflected in 
the 1985 budget, will strengthen 22m 
in tbe face of the hard times which 
still lie ahead for it.”

WASHINGTON (AP). - Although 
the trade of the industrial countries 
spurted forward last year, it still 
lagged behind the level of 1980, 
according to the latest figures pub- 
lished by the International Monetary 
Fund. 

“Higher levels of domestic activity 
in the industrial world have spurred 
a strong recovery of world trade... 
after four sluggish years,” managing 
director Jacques de Larosiere said in 
a speech last week. 


The fund separates out the records 
of 19 major mon-communist coun- 
tries, including Japan, West Ger- 
many, France. Britain, Italy. Cana- 
da, and the U.S.. Their combined 
imports and exports last year 
amounted to 52,524,300,000,000 up 
from 52,341,700,000,000 in 1983. 

But in 1980 the total was 
52,608,900.000,000. The fund’s fi- 
gures are not adjusted for inflation. 
If they were, they would show an 
even greater decline over the five- 
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year period. It is an indication that 
world-wide recovery from the reces- 
sion of the early 1980s is still incom- 
plete. 

The U.S. did 5559,069,000.000 
worth of international trade in 1984, 
according to tbe fund's figures. This 
compares with 5470.416,000.000 in

TEL AVTV. - The president of 
Motorola (U.S.) William Weisz, re- 
cently spent several days in Israel to 
discuss tbe possibilities of setting up 
several plants here for making semi- 
conductiors, telephones and other 
equipment for vehicles, and modems 
for computers. 

No decision was taken, and it was 
understood that Weisz was studying 
Israels competitiveness in various 
fields, such as skilled manpower, 
advanced R & D, production costs, 
and the feasibility of using Israel as a 
base for exporting to other coun- 
tries. 

Motorola, which has a large plant 
in Israel which is headed by Elisha 
Shahmoon. also has plants in 35 
other countries. However, the 
Israeli plant is the only one which 
engages in original R & D, and thus 
has some competitive advantage 
over other countries. 

Weisz and Shahmoon were re- 
ceived by Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres, Communications Minister 
Amnoa Rubinstein and Industry 
Minister Ariel Sharon.

On the morning of the murder, 
two days after Arlosoroff had re- 
turned from a visit to Germany 
where he had negotiated a “trans- 
fer” agreement whereby German 
Jewish emigrants and their property 
could more easily reach Palestine, 
Hazit Ha’am published an article by 
Yohanan Pogravinsky staring: “The 
degradation to which Mapai- has de- 
scended... has now reached a new 
low... The Jewish public here and 
abroad will meet this tripartite 
(Mapai-Nazi-Soviet) alliance. ..with 
contempt and revulsion, and there 
will be no pardon for those who for 
base profit have sold the honour of 
their people... to the most lunatic of 
anti-Semites. The Jewish people, 
which has always known hew to value 
those who sell their people's honour, 
will know today, too, how to react to 
this outrage which is being commit- 
ted in broad daylight..." 

The hatred was mutual. Four 
months earlier, Ben-Gurion, refer- 
ring to Revisionist strike-breaking at 
the Petah TIkva Froumine factory in 
February, in Davar (the Histadrut 
daily) called the strike-breakers “the 
bearers of the Hitler banner in Zion- 
ism." 

Hence, when news of the murder 
broke, Ben-Gurion, then on a visit 
to. Poland, cabled his condolences 
. blaming biryonim (Hebrew for thugs 
but also a more or less open refer- 
ence to Brit Habiryonim) and most 
Mapainiks took it for granted that 
the murderers were to be found in 
the Revisionist camp. On the day of 
Arlosoroffs funeral (June 18). 
Mapai set up an ad hoc committee to 
help the police in their inquiries into 
the murder. 

Hence the Revisionist charge that 
Mapai was perpetrating a “blood 
libel" a gains t them came naturally.

“There is no place, nor was there 
place, to level a blood libel accusa- 
tion," ruled committee chairman 
Bechor. 

As to the Mapai belief that the 
murderers came from the Tanks of 
the Revisionist movement or Brit 
Habiryonim, Bechor went on, this 
“remains theoretical conjecture 
(and). . .unfounded. " 

On March 7, 1934 a British ex- 
amining magistrate ruled that Stavs- 
ky, Rosenblatt and Achimeir should 
stand trial for Arlosoroffs murder - 
Stavsky and Rosenblatt for the kill- 
ing itself and Achimeir for incite- 
ment to murder. Rosenblatt was 
charged with firing the pistol shot 
that killed the Zionist leader. 

On May 16, 1934, the Jerusalem 
Court of Trial - consisting of two 
British judges, one Jewish judge and 
one Arab judge - ruled that no 
evidence incriminating Achimeir 
had been submitted and he was ac- 
quitted. On June 8. 1934, Rosenblatt 
was unanimously acquitted and 
Stavsky, with the Jewish judge dis- 
senting, was convicted of murder 
and sentenced to hang. On July 20, 
the Appeals Court, consisting of 
three British judges, overturned 
■ Stav sky's conviction and he was re- 
leased. 

Bu’t as commission chairman 
Bechor noted, Rosenblatt was freed 
because of lack of corroborating evi- 
dence and Stavsky was released by 
the Appeals Court because accord- 
ing to Palestine Mandate law, the 
identification of a murder by only 
one witness - while sufficient in a 
British courtroom - was insufficient 
to send a man to the gallows in 
Palestine. The Appeals Court reg- 
istered that the Court of Trial had 
accepted and believed Sima Ariosor- 
offs Identification of Stavsky and 
Rosenblatt as the murderers. 

But having reviewed all the evi- 
dence, Bechor ruled that “we cannot 
accept as objectively reliable the 
testimony of Mrs. Sima Arlosoroff in 
her identification of them as murder- 
ers... (and) the evidence adduced as 
corroboration of her testimony was 
totally unreliable." In contrast, he 
noted, the evidence for tbe alibis of 
Stavsky and Rosenblatt was 
“reasonably" persuasive. 

Bechor added that while it was 
possible that Arlosoroff was mur- 
dered by two Arabs, Abdul Majid 
al-Hindi and Issa Darwish who were 
fellow prisoners with Stavsky and 
Rosenblatt, “I find it impossible to 
determine, with a sufficient degree 
of certainty, that they were the 
murderers." 

Abdul Majid al-Hindi, who was 
being held for another murder, con- 
fessed to the Arlosoroff murder a 
niimber of 'times; while in jail and 
then recanted. Mapai believed that 
the Jewish accused, or their suppor- 
ters, had suborned Abdul Majid. 
This was also the opinion of commis- 
sion member Kennet, who in his 
summation wrote: “...from the 
transcripts, I am convinced that the 
entire business of Abdul Majid’s 
confession was faked... that he was 
hired by someone, with tbe recom- 
pense not hard to guess." 

Kennet added that while he was 
not convinced that Stavsky or 
Rosenblatt had suborned Abdul- 
Majid, "others did the work... and it' 
was a mistake." 

Kennet ruled that Sima Arlosor- 
off, in her testimony, has been heavi- 
ly influenced by die views of the 
Mapai “committee*'. Her testimony 


“contains cracks and inconsistencies 
to the point that it is completely 
unreliable... The descriptions given 
by Mrs. Arlosoroff on the night of 
the murder (oriental accent, oriental 
gesture) did not fit the two arrrested 
suspects. That same night, she told 
various people that the attackers 
were Arabs. She subsequently re- 
canted this version." 

In his summation, Kennet also 
refers to Mrs. Arlosoroffs mistaken 
identifications at various police line- 
ups. But in the survey review part of 
the commission report (pp. 19-20), 
Sima Arlosoroff is said to have 
scored well in successive line ups. On 
July 24. 1933 she picked Rosenblatt 
out of a line up of eight men. In a 
second line up on July 29, she identi- 
,fied Rosenblatt with certainty as the 
man who had pulled the trigger. 
Earlier, two days after the murder, 
on June 18. she had picked Stavsky's 
photograph out of 10 nmgshots as 
one of the killers. The following day. 
on June 19, she identified Stavsky - 
in a line-up of IS men - as the killer's 
accomplice on the beach. Kennet. 
however, says that this identification 
was “completely worthless" as Mrs. 
Arjosoroff had seen Stavsky's 
photograph the previous day. - bur 
he gives no weight at all to her 
selection of Stavsky's photo - from 
among 10- on June 18. 

Weighing whether the murder was 
politically motivated or not, Kennet 
ruled that the facts that the murderer 
urinated on the beach - in full view 
of the Arlosoroffe - just before the 
shooting, and fired the pistol not at 
Arlosoroffs chest or head but at his 
stomach, probably militated against 
a political murder. Political murder- 


lent for barely concealed anti- 
Semitism and incompetence, a 
charge which Keonet goes out of his 
way in his summation to repudiate: 
“I differ with the view that the 
British judges mixed politics into the 
trial, and that the findings of the 
British judges in this murder trial 
were influenced by political consid- 
erations. There was nothing of the 
sort." 

Berkovitz in his summation 
quotes what he calls the “American 
joke": “I have made up my mind: do 
not confuse me with frets'* (quoted 
in Hebrew and English). He con- 
cludes that Mrs. Arlosoroffs whole 
behavior that night - and in her 
subsequent testimony - was “en- 
- veloped in mystery." 

Berkovitz concludes with a con- 
spiracy theory: that Stravsky had 
been "selected" by the British Man- 
date police as a “fall-guy" for the 
murder of either Arlosoroff or Ben- 
Gurion. even before Arlosoroffs 
murder. 

“Already then, there existed a 
plan of some sort for murder (of a 
Yishuv leader) which was known to 
the police and they already prepared 
the man for the murder trial. Who 
was behind this conspiracy and plot 
it is impossible to know in the light of 
the evidence in our hands. (But) this 
explains all the attempts to distort 
and the lies of tbe police, whose 
function was to cover up for the real 
killer or killers." 

Tbe commission began function- 
ing on 19 April 1983. holding 17 
public sessions and hearing 47 wit- 
nesses. It reviewed 1933-34 police 
files and records, the 1934 trans- 
cripts of the Mandate court hearings, 
and other archival material, as well 
as articles and books published ab- 
out the murder, including Shabtai 
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ers, feels Kennet. would not have - Teveth's The Murder of Arlosoroff .

acted this way. 

Against this, Kennet sets the evi- 
dence of Mosbe Strossenberg, who, 
just before hearing the fatri shot, 
was accosted on the beach by two 
Europeans who shone a flashlight in 
his face and then walked on. Accord- 
ing to Sima Arlosoroffs testimony, 
one of the two killers asked her 
husband in incorrect Hebrew Kama 
ha'sha'a (how much is the time) and 
shone a flashlight in his face before 
the other man shot him. (Stavsky 
had arrived as an immigrant in Pales- 
tine in March 1933, three months 
before the murder, and knew little 
Hebrew.) 

Kennet suggests that if the murder 
was political, it was probably plan- 
ned before the June 16 Hazit Ha am 
article which had condemned Arlo- 
soroff. 

The third member of the commis- 
sion, Berkovitz, also dismisses Mrs. 
Arlosoroffs testimony: It “is not to 
be given credence." He makes mucb 
of the fact that she bad testified at 
the trial that Rosenblatt had 
“loaded” the revolver after pulling it 
out and before pulling the trigger - 
and comments that political murder- 
ers out on a mission normally arrive 
with a loaded gun. But Sima Aria 
sofoff, if would seem, from the con 
text, could in fact have meant that 
the killer had cocked the gun, not 
loaded it. 

Berkovitz states his conviction 
that Stavsky and Rosenblatt had 
nothing to do with the murder more 
bluntly than that of either of his two 
fellow commission members. 

“There is no doubt that Stavsky 
and Rosenblatt had no pan in the 
murder of Arlosoroff. There is do 
doubt that the entire purpose of the 
police investigation was to conceal 
the truth. Of this the prophet 
lamented: “And he looked for jus- 
tice, but behold violence (Isaiah. 
5:7.) 

It is not clear on what Berkowitz 
bases this blanket condemnation of 
tbe Mandatory police and he at one 
point goes so far as to suggest that 
the two Arabs - Abdul Majid al- 
Hindi and Issa Darwish - had indeed 
murdered Arlosoroff and that the 
murder was a “sexual crime." 

Berkowitz attacks the British 
judges and Mandatory judicial sys-

TEL AVIV. - Volume in both the 
share and bond markets picked up 
again yesterday, after the very low 
levels it plumbed on Monday. In the 
share market this brought little 
change to the overall trend, and the 
major indices were once again little 
changed, but the performance of the 
bond market was better. Prices here 
were generally improved, and most 
index-linked bonds, in particular, 
showed gains. 

The extra volume in the share 
market showed up mostly in the 
“arrangement" sector, which took 
IS1.6 billion out of the total of 
IS2.5b.

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Courageous opinion 


“THERE WILL be no festival of pardons.” Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim promised yesterday. 

The reference was to the rising pressure for a sweeping 
amnesty to defendants in the Jewish terrorist organization's 
trial. In the circumstances. Mr. Nissim s pledge came as a relief - 
although it could hardly fail to be given after the Attorney- 
General, Yitzhak Zamir, acting in his capacity as the govern- 
ment’s legal counsel, had offered his opinion on the calls for 
clemency to Prime Minister Shimon Peres. 

In the cases of most of the Jewish defendants, verdicts are 
sfili to be handed down by the Jerusalem District Court, and no 
official request for a stay" of the ongoing proceedings has been 
made to the attorney-general. Were any request to be made. 
Prof. Zamir said, it would be weighed on merit, the attorney- 
general exercising his exclusive right in the matter indepen- 
dently and without regard to government policy. 

Bui he left no doubt that he found the arguments so far aired 
in public for the immediate release of the prisoners wholly 
insufficient to justify a stay of proceedings. 

Defendants already convicted by the court, on the other 
hand, could be pardoned or have their sentence commuted by 
the president. But Prof. Zamir thought it would be inadvisable, 
because arguments made in the clemency requests, which were 
not specific to this or th3t defendant, might affect the outcome 
of cases still pending. And a demand to have the prisoners 
released made before the trials had come to an end threatened 
to undermine the very foundations of the entire legal system. 

Ever the impartial public servant, the attorney-general 
scolded equally those who publicly called for clemency and 
those who opposed it in public. But clearly any opposition to 
the amnesty move only rose from the pressure exerted for it, 
and the attorney-general's own legal opinion amounts to a 
scathing criticism of the campaign mounted by cabinet minis- 
ters. led by the Likud's vice premier, Yitzhak Shamir, and 
“spiritual leaders” headed by the chief rabbis, for an early 
wholesale pardon to the Jewish terror defendants. 

To be sure, the campaign was triggered by the prisoner 
exchange with Ahmed Jibril last month. But a causal linkage. 
Prof. Zamir in effect suggests, is no moral warrant. 

Plainly, the exercise by the state of its prerogatives in foreign 
affairs, even to the extent ofreleasing - however inadvisedly - 
hundreds of convicted Arab terrorists, has no necessary 
bearing on the state's domestic policy vis-a-vis terrorists, 
whether Arab or Jewish. It is scandalous to try to derive the 
“right” of the Jewish terrorists to immediate clemency from the 
forced release of Arab terrorists - in return for three Israeli 
PoWs - and in virtually the same breath to decry any 
comparison between the Jews (“the salt of the earth, though 
too much in love with their country”) and the Arabs (“foul 
murderers, deserving nothing less than the death sentence"). 

Moreover, it is an outrage against public morality for Mr. 
Shamir, under whose premiership the defendants were brought 
to trial last year, to promise their striking wives that they would 
soon enough be free. 

So, unless this country’s legal system is to become a sham, 
there cannot indeed be any "festival of pardons.” So far so 
good. But while Mr. Nissim may be excused his reluctance to 
take on Mr. Shamir directly, he might at least expand on a point 
only referred to by the attorney-general: the idea of an amnesty 
for the terror defendants by an act of the Knesset. Prof. Zamir 
grants that the Knesset is entitled to pass such a law, but notes 
that it has never been done before, and for good reason. 

An indiscriminate amnesty for the terror defendants would 
inevitably have to be expanded to include all criminals -at least 
those who deign formally to “repent” their deeds - in Israel 
jails. It would be an act of self-ruination, and a true victory for 
the murderous Ahmed Jibril. 


Au revoir Sam 


IT MAY BE rather uncommon for an Israeli newspaper 
editorially to bid farewell to a departing U.S. ambassador. But 
Sam Lewis, who is leaving the country this week after eight 
years of service here, was anything but an ambassador cast in 
the common mould. 

He did not come here, like the first American envoy, James 
MacDonald, as so devout an ally of Zionism that his counsel 
tended to be ignored in Washington. Sam Lewis became a 
genuine friend of the Jewish state by dint of constant applica- 
tion in learning its history, traditions and idiosyncracies. He 
ploughed the length and breadth of the country, and he now 
probably knows it better - and perhaps loves it no less, too - 
than most Israelis. And his counsel was never ignored in 
Washington. 

His informality of manner became legendary: he startled the 
protocol-conscious Foreign Ministry soon after his arrival by 
calling on premier-elect Menachem Begin even before the 
Likud” leader formally assumed office. And he was ingenious in 
interpreting the requirements of true form in executing his 
duties as envoy from the world's biggest power to’ one of its 
littlest. and most problem-ridden, allies. Israel, to him, was the 
hub of the world, and he would not trade the ambassadorship 
for any of the proffered senior posts at the State Department. 

During eight tumultuous years marked by the conclusion of 
peace with one Arab country and the outbreak of war with 
another. Sam Lewis was as much a representative of the Israeli 
view in America as a champion of the American interest in 
Israel. He was a firm believer, and said so. in Jerusalem’s 
sovereign right to chart its own course in foreigD affairs, free 
from improper outside pressure. 

But he equally believed in the propriety of what he termed 
persuasion designed to change Israel’s mind in a manner more 
consistent with the American line. He saw no contradiction 
there. 

For both of these beliefs, however, he was occasionally 
criticized by people here who viewed turn as the real shaper of 
U.S. policy toward Israel. On the left he was found at fault for 
failing to impress on the country's right-wing government the 
advisability of following the American advice in such matters as 
settlement in the administered territories. Arid on the right he 
was flayed for failing to promote what was seen as the 
American interest by unquestioning!}' supporting a more 
belligerent Israeli stance. 

The prime minister himself at one time, indignant over 
President Reagan’s refusal to sanction the annexation of the 
Golan Heights, rreared Sam Lewis as though he were the 
ambassador from some banana republic. Fortunately, the good 
ambassador took any such contretemps in his stride as part of 
his experience in this odd and ancient land. 

Although he is leaving us now, Sam Lewis will not be 
severing his ties with Israel. Accompanied by his wife Sallie, Mr. 
Lewis will be back soon to do research at Tel Aviv University's 
Dayan Centre. He will be missed, but he will not easily be 
forgotten: it is hard to conceive of him as a stranger here. 

Jn the meantime, then, farewell- and au revoir- Uncle Sam.

Watching this drama. I could not 
help thinking of Rabbi Meir 
Kahanc. If- he became dictator of 
Israel, he would inflict dire punish- 
ment on any Arab committing adul- 
tery with a Jewess. I presume he 
would not put the offender to death, 
but he would certainly classify the 
crime of the Arab as the Nazis classi- 
fied the crime of the Pole: sullying 
the purity of the Jewish race.

evidence supporting the plea of in- 
nocence and pass judgment on it. it 
the defendants are sincere, they 
should not be clamouring for re- 
lease.

Why. those same right-wing circles, 
who now sav there is no difference.

The most shocking thing about 
Israel’s hard-line nationalists, both 
clerical and lay (from the Liberals to 
Rabbi Haim Druckmani. is their 
remorseless inconsistency. They will 
not speak to the PLO. They will 
negotiate with Arab governments, 
but riot with Yasser Arafat’s nrm. 
because the PLO are murderers, and 
worse. To quote former Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin, they are 
meratzhim (assassins!. 

The Egyptian army has killed 
Israelis again and again: yet Begin 
himself negotiated with the Egyp- 
tians. clasped hands with their presi- 
dent and made peace with their 
government. 

Are not these same Egyptians 
murderers or assassins? No. they are 
not, because they abide by the rules 
of war. Their uniformed army- 
attacked our uniformed army, which 
is legitimate. 

The PLO represent no govern- 
ment. wear :v> uniforms and. worst 
of all. jf.jcl. innocent Chilians - 


schoolchildren, bus passengers, 
passers-by in the market-place. Such 
operators are beyond the pale. Any- 
body talking to them is besmirched, 
polluted. 

Good Zionists like Uri Avnery. 
Lova Eliav and Matti Peled, who 
made contact just to explore the 
possibilities of ending the state of 
war. are reviled as near-traitors. In 
the eyes ot Gush Emunim. "PLO" is 
a dirty word. 

Yet Jewish terrorists are clean. 
The men currently on trial represent 
no government, wear no uniforms 
and plotted to kill innocent civilians. 
They planted bombs in the cars of 
two Arab mayors, crippling the 
occupants. They shot up students in 
the Islamic University. On whose 
instructions? Their own. 

Thev planned to Blow up five 
Arab buses. The casualties would 
have been five times as numerous as 
the Jewish bus casualties outside the 
Country Club near Tel Aviv seven 
years ago. 

All agree that that assaulr by the 
PLO was an atrocity. What was the 
plan to liquidate five busloads of 
Arab passengers - a public-spirited 
prank? 

The accused allege that they 
would have warned the police before 
the explosive charges planted in the 
buses went off. One hopes they are 
speaking the truth: everybody in the 
country would breathe a sigh of 
relief. And that makes the trial dou- 
bly important. 

The court has to weigh up the 


VICE PREMIER Yitzhak Shamir 
makes the trials superfluous. He has 
already told the wives of the de- 
tainees that w-hether they demons- 
trate or not. their husbands will be 
released. So what are the judges to 
do? Should thev go on examining the 
evidence? Should they weigh up 
carefully wHar sentence to pro- 
nounce? . 

There seems no point to it. The 
public has already been informed 
categorically that, regardless of the 
verdict and never mind whether 
terms of imprisonment are imposed, 
the accused will all go scot-free. 

If political criminals are to be 
amnestied, ordinary criminals want 
to be let off as well. ( Minister of the 
Interior Rabbi Yitzhak Peretz 
agrees, provided they turn reli- 
gious.) . , 

Riebt-wingers are indignant at the 
analogy. They recognize that there is 
a breach of the law in both cases, but 
claim that the offence committed by 
the Jewish underground is technical 
only. 

The vounesters planned to kill 
Arabs. Big "deal! They are good 
Jews, wear kippot. sport beards, 
hold prayer services, have young 
families to bring up. live in Judea or 
Samaria. What if they proposed to 
tear apart busloads of oJd men. 
women, children, perhaps a foreign 
tourist or two. possibly the odd Jew? 
It was all in a good cause. 

Their justification is the outrage 
they feel at the animosity of the West 
Bank Arabs around them. The army 
cannot prevent sporadic outbreaks. 
The settlers believe they know the 
answer: violence has to be met by 
counter-violence. If you bash them 
harder than they bash you. they will 
eventually stop. 
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la vim? Israel must not become a 
second Lebanon. 

The other thing wrong is that 
indiscriminate bashing doesn't help. 
Jewish violence will. not eliminate 
Arab violence. On the contrary, it 
whips up frenzy and inflames hatred. 
Moreover, it gives retrospective jus- 
tification to the murderous policies 
of the PLO. The gulf between the 
two sides will become too wide to 
bridge. 


There are two things wrong with 
that theory. Fust, defence policy is 
the’ business of the government, not 
of Rabbi Moshe Levinger. Military- 
operations can only be conducted by 
the army. 

The alternative is chaos. If Gush 
Emunim is free to fire weapons, how 
about Peace Now. or Atra Kadisha, 
or. for that matter Betar Yerusha-
